of typhus fever, cholera, plague, yellow fever, smallpox, and other communicable
diseases throughout the world. (2) Sanitary legislation, including couirt decisions
oni miiatters relatinig to public health administration and the laws anid regulations
being eniacted or adopted by State anid inunicipal authorities for the safeguardinig of
the p)uIblic health. (3) Articles relating to the cause, prevention, or control of dis-
ease. (4) Other pertinenlt iniformation regarding sanitationl and the conservation of
the putblic health.
The PUBLIC IIEALTII REPORTS are initended primarily for distributioni to health

officers, imiembers of boards or departments of health, and those directly or inidirectly
engaged in or coinnected with public health or sanitary work. Articles of general
or special initerest are issued as reprinits from the PUBLIC HEALTH REPORTS or as
suppleimienits, anid in these formis are available for general distributioni to those desiring
them.
